Kane was sent out ‘by the President with pro- 
positions to Barguam Youre upon-the ‘basis of 
which, it was hoped, the controversy might be 
setiled. Col. Kanx is not a Mormon himself, 
but he has lived among them and enjoys their 
confidence. Some ten years. ago he wrote a 
book upon the subject which presented the 
peculiarities of Mormon life and character in 
a.much more favorable light than any other 
work of a similar kind. He ig a brother of the 
late Dr. Kans, and possesses. to a very large 
extent the same:love of adventure. and of ex- 
ploration. 

Tt is..not ‘easy to eabsebiion whether these 
various attempts. at compromise on the part 
of the President will be attended with success 
or not. If the propositions now made had 
been offered originally it ig not at all-unlikely 
that they would, have been accepted. But 
Baretam Youne has declared that he will 
never permit the troops to.enter Utah, and the 
President can searcely consent to their with- 
drawal after the formidable demonstrations he 
has already made. It is pretty evident the 
troops were sént in too much of a hurry, and 
that sufficient pains were not taken to ascer- 
tain the exact condition of :affairs, and the 
feeling of the Mormons, before taking hostile 
proceedings ‘against them." Youna has de- 
elared his readiness’ to receive the federal 
officers, provided they should come unattend- 
ed by troops ;—but the President has thus far 
insisted that; as ‘the federal troops had an un- 
-| questionable right to‘enter'a federal territory, 
they should also be received. .
